Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Canty argued a prima facia case of obviousness was not 
established because McCoy reference, while teaching thickness of two layers, does not teach the specific relationship 
between the layers. The examiner agrees that there is not a specific suggestion of a relationship between the first and 
second layers and the references teaches broad ratios of 1:100 to 100:1. However, the ratios as taught by the 
reference does encompass the claimed invention and therefore with the absence of showing criticality, it is the 
examiners position that a prima facia case of obviousness has properly been established. 
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
